John called to say that, while his information was 
sketchy since it had been transmitted in a hurry, it 
was his understanding that the Secretary did not want 
to make a blanket decision, but wished to consider 
each instance on a case by case basis. He felt that 
it sometimes might not be a good idea, but that there 
was no gexieral prohibition. 

In the case of Argentina, now up (the trucks, I think), 
he thinks that we ought not to do it for reasons which 
are not clear to me, but seem to hinge on the fact that 
Argentina has been the focus of much attention. I did
